Upwards  of  six  hundred  Jewish  women 
heard  Rabbi  Margolis  deliver  an  address 
at  ihe  Eighteentn  Birthday  Celebration 
of  Montreal  Hadassah  in  the  Grand 
Ballroom  of  the  Windsor  Hotel,  Mont- 
real, last  Tuesday  afternoon.  Mrs.  A.  J. 
Freiman,  O.B.E.,  who  was  present,  was 
honored  as  National  Hadassah  President, 
with  the  lighting  the  first  of  eighteen 
candles  on  a gigantic  bii-thday  cake. 
She  moved  the  entire  audience  to  tears 
as  she  uttered  a pi-ayer  for  the  allevi- 
ation of  Jewish  suffering  abroad. 

Rabbi  Margolis  spoke  of  the  vital 
responsibility  of  Jewish  women  who  are 
the  ‘world  wide  mothers  of  the  pioneer 
children  in  Palestine,  who  look  here  for 
efforts  and  sacrifices  for  the  preservation 
of  their  home.’ 

Rabbi  Margolis  is  scheduled  to  address 
the  opening  session  of  the  National 
Convention  of  Canadian  Hadassah  in 
the  Chateau  Laurier  on  Sunday  evening, 
January  24th.

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ON  JUDGING  PEOPLE 


One  of  the  most  popular  pastimes  of  the  idle  of 
mind  is  sitting,  standing,  or  usually  jumping  in  judg- 
ment of  other  people — their  doings  and  sayings.  We 
are  not  referring  to  mere  gossip,  which  is  usually  li- 
mited to  painstaking,  verbal  analysis,  with  the  vari-co- 
lored  trimmings  and  embellishments  which  only  the 
expert  exterior  character-decorator  can  supply.  We  are 
thinking  of  that  irritating  step  beyond  gossip— that  of 
judging,  indicting,  condemning,  sometimes  forever, 
the  individual  whose  sin  or  alleged  sin  becomes,  for 
some  mysterious  reason,  the  concern  of  women  and 
men  at  tea,  at  dinner,  on  the  street — and  frequently 
even  in  the  Synagogue. 

The  Sages  of  the  Talmud,  with  their  rare,  human 
perceptive  powers,  forewarned  us  against  such  base 
pastimes.  Among  thier  first  ethical  preachments  were 
the  admonitions:  ‘Judge  all  men  in  the  scale  of  merit'; 
‘Judge  not  thy  fellowman  until  thou  art  in  his  place’. 
We  might  best  understand  and  apply  these  noble  in- 
junctions if  we  followed  the  simple  slogan.  Judge  not’, 
for  the  obvious  reason  that  we  have  no  right  to  judge 
people.  No  one  of  us — not  even  the  wisest  of  us — ever 
has  al!  the  evidence  about  the  persons  and  deeds  we 
are  prone  to  judge. 

There  are  certain  unattainable  aspects  of  our 
knowledge  of  people  which  defy  us  to  dare  final  judg- 
ment. Only  the  Supreme  Judge  of  Judges  can,  for 
example  look  into  the  hearts  of  men,  bare  their  very 
souls,  and  know  the  why  and  wherefore  of  human 
actions,  however  clear  they  may  appear  to  our  puny 
minds.  Of  course,  society  must  set  up  courts  of  men  to 
judge  and  protect  it.  But  we,  as  individuals,  are  hi- 
vested  with  no  such  rights.  And  if  our  im.pulse  to 
judge  people  persits  in  compelling  judgment — then 
that  judgment  must  remain  within  us — unspoken, 
unuttered.  For.  many  a home,  many  a career,  many 
a life  has  been  destroyed  by  the  unsought  judgment 
that  frail,  imperfect,  and  often  more  sinful  mortals 
have  dared  to  pronounce  upon  a fellowman. 

Shun  the  gossiper,  protect  the  gossipee — for  there 
always  comes  a time  when  ‘the  judges  are  judged’. 


THE  TREES  CELEBRATE 
ROSH  HASHANAH 

Few  religiously  motivated  concepts  are  more  lovely 
than  Israel’s  universal  observance,  on  the  fifteenth  of 
Sh’vat,  of  the  “New  Year  of  the  Trees”.  The  lands  of 
the  Diaspora  are  blanketed  in  snow.  The  world  of 
nature  sleeps,  buried  in  silence  as  still  as  death,  yet 
to  the  Jewish  spirit  this  seeming  quiescence  and  inact- 
ivity is  not  a saddening  spectacle  but  rather  a hearten- 
ing promise  of  life  ever  renewed — ever  flourishing.  NO' 
bird  sings — no  green  branch  trembles — no  warm  breeze 
stirs;  only  the  petals  of  snow  cover  the  ground.  Yet 
deep  in  the  secret  darkness  of  the  earth,  mighty  forces 
are  at  work,  nourishing  and  strengthening  roots  and 
seedlets  that  will  soon  take  part  in  the  profuse  pageant- 
ry of  summer.  The  rain  and  hail  will  cease,  the  sun  will 
resume  its  dominion,  the  flowers  will  bloom ; but  mean- 
while the  Jews  celebrate  the  approching  spring  long- 
before  it  arrives.  We  rejoice  in  the  wonderful  bounty 
of  the  Almighty,  confldent  of  its  coming — and  thank- 
ful for  the  unseen  power  that  produces  it. 

Here  is  a lesson  which  we  do  not  often  enough 
apply  to  the  events  of  the  times.  We  are  prone  to  pay 
homage  to  our  leaders  of  movements,  to  gaze  zealously 
upon  the  things  and  people  that  hold  the  limelight.  We 
forget  that  man’s  real  progress,  his  widening  cycle  of 
achievements,  is  not  so  much  the  result  of  visible  activ- 
ity, as  of  unseen,  sometimes  unsuspected,  and  frequent- 
ly uncredited  forces.  In  the  warm  shelter  of  the  home, 
in  the  precious  hours  of  childhood,  in  the  silent  love  of 
a mother,  in  the  sweet  words  of  wisdom  that  the  young 
should  hear  within  the  family  circle;  verily,  in  all 
that  we  mean  b.y  the  expression  “Home”,  is  the  magic 
that  makes  our  world  move  on  to  greater  things. 

While  we  rejoice  in  the  silent  work  of  nature  that 
brings  forth  its  fruit,  we  should  also  consider  the 
mighty  invisible  influences  of  home  that  bring  forth 
their  own  rich  harvest.  We  should  re-emphasize  the 
home  as  the  most  real  and  most  lasting  source  of  pow- 
er over  the  life  of  the  individual.  We  should  reconse- 
crate the  Jewish  Home  to  the  significant  role  of  super- 
adding to  the  social  and  educational  functions  of 
society,  the  moulding  of  character,  and  the  training  of 
human  beings  in  the  art  of  being  human.  It  is  to  these 
fruits  too,  that  are  quietly  nurtured  in  the  rich,  spiritu- 
al subsoil  of  the  home,  that  Chamisho-osor  bi-Sh’vat 
ought  to  remind  us  to  make  our  dedication  of  the 
future.
